The Allied Indu strial 
W orker’s 
eastern division was once ru n b y 
Johnny Dio, who needs no other 
vitriolic description here. At the 
Miami Beach midwinter session of 
the AFL-CIO high command, the 
clim ate was right and the high 
cou ncil gave this 
75,000-memb er 
u nion exactly 9 0 days to clean u p 
or b e su spended — and 
finally 
expelled. 
The AIW national office, whim­ 
sically located in Hollywood, part­ 
ed company with 
its 
Secretary 
T reasu rer Anthony 
Daria, 
Dio’s 
b on ami and then tried to clean 


u p its New York ou tfits. It su s­ 
pended eastern local charters, it 
fined 20 representatives. 
Then the AIW simply q u it the 
New York area. Its president said 
the district was hopeleis and “is 
still a m ess.” 
THIS MESS is what originally 
provoked 
the 
Senate 
hearings,

vestigating roster

like the Black Hole of Calcu tta. 
Some of these AIW locals had 
tie-ins with some team sters. Oth­ 
ers had du al citizenship inside la­ 
b or b ecau se they had charters in 
the Team sters Union, too. It was 
Dave 
Beck 
who 
issu ed 
those 
charters. 
The records 
will 
show 
that 
some of Jim Carey’s men have 
b een b eaten and pu shed arou nd b y 
men tied in with those u nions the 
Allied 
Indu strial 
Workers

ju st ju nked — and, b rother, when 
a national u nion ju nks some of its 
locals, that’s news. 
So Jim Carey, president of the 
International Union of Electrical 
Workers and vice president of the 
AFL-CIO, ju st pu shed b ack b y in­ 
su lting Beck. Now comes the sec­ 
ond highest AFL-CIO official ap­ 
plying the slats to Jim . 


MR. CAREY CAN’T FATHOM 
all this. He points to the AFL-CIO 
charter and to a resolu tion passed 
b y lab or’s m erger convention in 
Decemb er 19 55. 
This makes it m andatory for all 
officers to go after those who are 
hu rting lab or’s repu tation. To wit: 
“ The American lab or movement 
has ever b een q u ick in its de­ 
nu nciation of pu b lic officials who 
b etray their tru st,” the ’55 con­ 
vention said. 
“We have b een eq u ally critical 
of b u sinessmen who

u sed 
corru pt methods and b rib ery to 
gain their selfish acq u isitive ends. 
We mu st b e eq u ally q u ick to recog­ 
nize and condemn those instances 
of racketeering, 
corru ption 
and 
disregard for 
ethical 
standards 
when they occu r inside ou r lab or 
mvement.

“ The vast 
m ajority 
of 
lab or 
u nion officials 
accept 
their 
re­ 
sponsib ility and tru st. 
“ Yet the repu tations 
of 
the 
vast m ajority are imperiled b y the 
dishonest, corru pt, u nethical prac­ 
tices of the few who b etray their 
tru st and who look u pon the trade 
u nion movement not as a b rother­ 
hood to serve the general welfare 
b u t as a means to advance their 
own selfish pu rposes or to 
for­ 
ward the aims of grou ps or or­ 
ganizations who wou ld destroy ou r 
dem ocratic institu tions.” 
This is the law of lab or. Of­ 
ficially adopted. It is not a m at­ 
ter of taste. It is a m atter of 
du ty, says Carey. 
This is the moment for a mo­ 
m ent • with Aristotle on logic and 
m orality — b u t whose u nion b u si­ 
ness agent is he anyway?

Dr. C. E arl Alb recht, acting di­ 
rector of the Departm ent of Men­ 
tal Hygiene and Correction, made 
that statem ent today. 
He said 26.620 persons were re­ 
ceiving treatm ent in mental hos­ 
pitals on Feb . 1, a drop of 701 
from the peak figu re of 27,321 on 
Ju ly 1, 19 55.

care of 10,000 to 12,000 m ore pa­ 
tients than their rated capacity, 
and 
with

b u ildings 
long 
overdu e for razing and complete 
replacem ent, the decline of 701 in 
19 months is more im portant as 
a token of what we can do than 
as a m easu re of what we are do­ 
ing now,” Dr. Alb recht said.
